."Bft'al Calais", "tester of Golais% This "title was given -bo the flrat Grand Duke, who 
established the worship of Aphrodite Colais in the country* 

Whatever the derivation of its name, this region remained a Roman training camp 
and military hospital until the Battle of Actisim, when Augustas defeated Antony and 
Cleopatra and made himself master of the Soman' world* Fearing that Julius Caesar's 17- 
year-ote son by Cleopatsje might become a rival, he ; ordered the youth* s death, but "with 
the help of some of "hie mother's "trusted servants, young PtoleBy Caesarion fled to Gaul. 
Word uf his execution was given out, but in'fact he took refuge on the present site of 
Beauoouilloh, Bfc his wife Grgia; dai#*er of ^Gallic chieftain Grgetorix, he became 
thrancestor of the Grand Itakaa of Beauocuillon. 

Caesarian 1 s grandson Julius Augustus Septembrus was living in his grandfather's 
villa vhen Titus became e^eror in 79 AD, and uas forced to send into exile his mis- 
tress Berenice, daughter of the 3&daa^king Berbd Agrippa I, The site *of Berenice <s 
exile was'a short afternoon^ walk fro* 1Mb villa, and "in due cburseoof time she bore
